Bosch frequently has rm afoul of U.S. laws since he 
went into exile eight years ago, 
ife successfully opposed an extortion ciiarge two 
years ago and neutrality violation charges one year ago. After 
leaving Cuba, he embarked on an intense campaign aimed at 
toppling the Castro regime, 

Bosch formed an activist group noz/ called- the Revolutionary 
Recovery Insurrection Movement and reported frequent bombing 
raids over Cuba by commandos. In 1964, Bosch said a three -man 
team dumped 1,200 pounds of explosives on Cuba's north coast, 
Bosch was arrested at Raples, ' Ela ,, in April 1966. 
with a carload' of hombs . In 1965, he was charged with trjdng to 
smu^le bombs from Orlando, El.'t tc be used against

Bierme.n sail Ricardo Morales, an e:d.le whe Infiltrated 
Cuban Power au;d~'S’ometimes"'carrled a tiny tape recorder strapped 
to his body, aided the investigation ‘at the risk 
of his own life and reputationln the saving of at least 54 
lives and property in excess of $1 million.” 

Biernian, In a statement, said Morales believed Cuban

Morales testified ths.t the Eederal Bureau of Investigation 
furnished him fake dybamite to give to Cuban Power leaders. 
Morales reportedly was in protective custody after the trial. 
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
